BACKGROUND OF BUSTS NIFACOW 


Confidential Informant 7-1, of know reliability, advised that BORIS 
NIEMCOW stated that he ms born December 16, 1892, in Lepel, Russia, As a child 
he moved to Russian Poland where he lived since 1916. Until 1925 he held a 
certificate of identification (Personalausweis) issued by the German aut hort 0. 
he above information was given by NIEMCOW on March 13, 1931 at Hamburg, Germany. 


: On this same occasion he stated that he utudied the science of art 
under the protection of a wealthy patron. He studied at Vienna in 1918, in 
Berlin 1919 and 1920, in Dresden 1921, and then in various other German cities 
until 1925, Finding that he could not make money from his knowledge of art, 
he said he entered the firm of MOSTMAG in 1925. In 100% he was transferred to 
Hamburg as manager of the flarburg Branch of that firm. 


On the samo date he stated that in 1924 he appli /d at the Russian 

Consulate in Berlin for a Soviet passport and received the first one in karch, 
1925. He added there was no objection to issuing Soviet passports to Russians 
who had left Russia before the revolution as he had. The Subject at that time 

had in his possession Soviet passport No. 118529/26209 4ssued in Moscow and 
dated August 30, 1926, At that time he wantod to visit thd United States to 

, Close contracts between WOSTWAG ‘and several American firms for the export of 
sausage casings from the United States to Germany, He had letters of introduction 

Tom the Hamburg Branches of Swift and Company and the Morris Packing Company, to 
the same firms in Chicago. It was indicated that he int ended to do business with 
"BERTH LEVY and Company, New York". 


On the same date the Subject stated that he was not connocted in any
